been made to refund the money due 
him. In looking in the books it was 
ascertained that the amount dne"him 
—something over 18,000—had been 
paid to one of the land sharks here in 
town over eleven months ago on cer- 
tificates authorizing him to collect it.

THE STORM IN GERMANY. 


Beports ot Lose ot Life and Damage to 


Property Still Comta* In. 


BERLIN, Feb. 14.—Reports of loss ol 


life and damage to property by Mon- 
day's storm continue to be received 
from all parts of the country.

In falling some of the brick struck 
three persons; killing them instantly.

Buidall, a atrip 30 teat wide 


Pitiful Scenes at tbe Mouth of tbe Slope 


Among the Friends and Relatives 


. of the Doomed Men—Ef- 


forts at Rescue. 


Miner* and Laborers Eutombad bjr a 
Cave-In. 


WILKEWABBE, Pa., Feb. 14 —An ex- 


tensive cave-in occurred at the Gay lord 
mine of the Kingston Coal-Co., at 
Plymouth. 


A large number of miners and lahor- 


ers were at work under a section of the 
roof which has for some time past been 
considered very weak. 
After a shot 


had been fired, and without any warn- 
insr whatever, thp roof, consisting of 
rock and coal, fell in with a heavy 
crash. It is not known as yet whether 
any of the men wers killed outright by 
the falling debris, but it is known that 
thirteen of them are hemmed in in one 
of the g-angways. 


The air supply is shut off and the 


chance of living for any length of 
time is very small. 


An army of rescuers are hard at 


work trying to reach the entombed 
men. 
There is great excitement at the 


mouth of the slope. The relatives of 
the men shut in the mine are gathered 
about the place and their lamentations 
are pitiful. 


All Point* of Earsgs Closed. 


WILKESDARBE, Pa., Feb. 13.—A num- 


ber of mine foremen and their assist- 
ants, led by John D. Davis, superin- 
tendent of the Gaylord works, who 
had been in the mine all afternoon, 
came out at 5 o'clock and reported that 
all the locks in the mine were closed, 
and also at the rock tunnel and all the 
entrances. 


The cave-in is now reported to have 


taken place in what is known as the 
five-foot vein, seven-foot and Bennett 
veins. The cave-in covers an area of 
about a mile, it having extended since 
noon to-day, and affects the central 
portion of the town of Plymouth. A 
few cracks can be seen on the surface, 
Tjut this has aot become seriously af- 
fected as yet 


The Rescuers Obliged to Entreat. 


Tho rescuing party were obliged to 


letreat on account of the further cav- 
ing- in of the mine. The crashing of 
the immense rocks as they eame down 
rolling and rumbling, and the rush 
and roar of the \vind by tbe concus- 
sion, forced the men to retreat to the 
surface. 
, 


Men of all classes who aie familiar 


with mine working are at the scene ol 
the disaster, and their willing hearts 
and strong arms are ready to go into 
the mine wheneftrfer the word is given 
aid in rescuing the entombed timber- 
men, 
if such is possible. 


The mules were taken out of the 


shaft this evening, as the cave-in was 
extending close to the foot. 
Should 


the shaft be closed at any time all 
hope of rescuing the men will have to 
be abandoned for an indefinite time. 


Warned Before Entering; the Miue. 
Thg thirteen timbermen who went 


into the mine, and who are now im- 
prisoned there, were warned yester- 
day that there was danger ahead, but 
they were of the opinion that the dan- 
ger was not sufficient for them to stay 
out. 
They said, however, to the 


hoisting engineer as they went down 
the pit: "Should anything occur you 
will find us in the Big Branch in the 
Bennett vein." This, however, is also 
closed, and there is no way to reach 
them. " 
Heartrending; Boene* at the Month of 
the Fit. 


The scene about the mine late to- 


night is heartrending, and from the 
present outlook there are at least 
eleven widows and- plenty of orphans 
to suffer the loss of their only support. 
The officers are hard at work to devise 
some plan or means of rescue, bnt in 
order to get the men they will have to 
penetrate through 400 feet of solid coal 
and rock. It is believed by the super- 
intendent and others that the impris- 
oned men are on the "big plane" in the 
Bennett vein, which is about 700 feet 
from the foot of the shaft. 
, 


All the men tnere married except 


Thomas Leishon, who is a single man, 
and Daniel Morgan, who is a widower. 


VICTIMS OF THE STORM. 


More than Thirty Persons Thocurht to 


Hava Perished in Oklahoma and 


Indian Territory. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 14.— Late re- 


ports received here from Oklahoma and 
the Indian territory make it almost 
certain that at lea&t thirty lives were 
lost during the great storm of-Sunday. 
Many isolated homesteads, where the 
families were poorly prepared for the 
winter, cannot be heard from for days 
and possibly weeks, and there ia reason 
to believe that thirty will not repre- 
sent the total number of the dead. 


In western and southwestern Kan- 


sas there was great suffering, and it is 
probable that in more than one sod 
house dead bodies will some day be 
found. 
The worst of the storm was over in 


the Missouri valley yesterday, an4 it 
waa growing warmer and cloudy, and 
it is not unlikely that the snow will 
be melted suddenly, causing floods in 
many streams.

MONOPOLISTIC HALF BREEDS. 
The Heal Owners or the lands of the 


Five Nation*. 


The lands of the five nations are 


ostensibly held in common, but aa a 
matter of fact the disproportion in 
holdings is monopolistic to a remark- 
able degree. The real Indian derives 
little benefit from his patrimonial 
acres. 
The pale-skinned Jacob has 


stolen Esau's birthright. 
There are 


farms, rich and highly cultivated, 
of from five thousand to twenty- 
five thousand acres in a 
body; 


pastures of long 
succulent grass 


whose 
fences a horseman cannot 


encompass from sun to sun; mines 
opulent with their stores of coal; but 
they are controlled by professional red 
men, or the mixed breeds whose domi- 
nant blood is white. It is said that a 
score of Chickasaw citizens, in whom 
combined there 
is hardly enough 


aboriginal blood to make a full-blood 
Indian, control nearly ninety per cent 
of the arable lands of that nation. A 
A Cherokee squaw man is said to hold 
more land than is held by all the full- 
bloods in the tribe. Under the tribal 
law there is no limit to the extent of a 
citizen's holding. He can control and 
enjoy the usufruct of as much land as 
he can fence without encroaching upon 
the improvements of a fellow-citizen. 
As a consequence the national domain 
has passed into the possession of the 
more intelligent and enterprising ele- 
ments of the tribe, the inter-married 
citizens and mixed breeds, who con- 
stitute probably four-fifths of the 
population. These landlords, many of 
whom operate on a scale colossal 
enough to make the estates of the land 
barons of the old world seem mew 
truck patches in comparison, utilize 
white non-citizen labor in the cultiva- 
tion and improvement of their vast 
farms. The Indian agricultural toiler 
is an anomaly, and negro labor is un- 
common. As a rale, especially in the 
opening up of new farms, the tenant 
not only furnishes the labor, bnt the 
improvements alao, under an annual eyes and aee'

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GORGE OF THE LUALABA. 


An Intermtlnc 8tt»tca ui Blver Unlike 


Anjrthlnir Sewn KUewhere In Africa. 
The western head sources of the 


Congo river were visited for the first 
time by white men last year, and the 
Btory they, have told of the great gorge 
they saw and the stream that pinnies 
through it, almost as swift as an arrow 
for many a mile, was entirely oat of 
the comnton in Congo explorations. 
-The explorers were Lieut Franc mi 
and Pr. Cornet, in the service of the 
Congo Free state. 
They traced the 


Lualaba river from its fountain h 3ad 
and made a discovery that, as far as is 
known, is duplicated nowhere in Af- 
rica. 


Imagine a narrow stream flowing 


placidly between its rather low banks. 
It has gradually been gathering vol- 
ume from little contributions that a 
dozen-or fifteen tributaries have sup- 
plied. 
The channel is quite deep, 


though not wide. Nearer and nearer 
the -water approaches a mountain pass 
to the north, which at a distance ap- 
pears to have no passage through. 
Suddenly the water rushes into a rift 
in these hills, and for many a mile it 
tumbles along, zigzagging between 
two gigantic, perpendicular walls ot 
solid rock. 
Sometimes it falls head* 


long as a cataract, and then again it is 
merely a rapid, with a speed five times 
as great as that with which it enters 
the hills. 


This great gorge has a tortuous 


course, bending- first to the east and 
then to the west. It is nowhere over 
120 to 150 feet wide, and it rises 1,000 to 
1,200 above the level of the stream. 
The walls rise nearly perpendicular in, 
every part, and are formed of the bare 
crystalline rock. Here and there in 
some crevice a little soil has formed, 
just enough for a tuft of grass or a 
puny tree to take root 


At the level of the stream one can 


see only a little ribbon of the sky- 
above, for at that great height the top 
of the walla seem almost to touch one 
another, and the trees at the top over- 
hang the edge and shut out nearly 
every glimpse of daylight. At the bot- 
tom of the narrow gorge the little 
river glides swiftly, "oraetimes with 
almost an unbroken surface, and then 
again lashed into foam by thousands, 
of rocks, whose tops rise above the s.uri 
face; and then again the water pours 
tumultuously over the edge of the de- 
clivity, and then plunges on in a series 
of rapids. 


In a distance of forty-three miles 


the river drops 1,500 feet, and then it 
emerges upon the plain, and, forget- 
ting its mad career, it flows placidly 
along- to join the Lualaba river, and at 
the junction of the two rivers the true 
Congo begins. No other tributary of 
the Congo, or even the great river 
itself, where it tumbles along in rapids 
for 2S5 miles, between Leopoldville and 
Matadi, presents a spectacle so savaga 
and so violent.—N. Y. Sun.

It Is Still Deception. 


Some days ago the Chicago Herald 
tated editorially tbat the same speeches 
made in congress now by those opposed 
to the passage of the Wilson bill, in 


•bich it is assumed that the bill, in case 
t beooove a law, will be injurious to the 
prosperity of the country, are simply a 
reiteration of the speeches made in con- 
gress by Clay and Webster at the itme 
ot the passage of the Walker revenue 
artff bill in 1816; and alto that (he pre- 
dictions of Clay and Webster were not 
verified, bnt on the contrary great pros- 
perity followed the passage of the Walker 
arm* bill. Opon this statement the 
Herald assumes tbat the Wilson bill will 
is followed by prosperity, 


Ths statement that prosperity fol- 


owed the Walker tariff is antrne, for as 
a revenue measure it was a faUnre, for 
the public debt increased every hour it 
was in operation, wages decreased, and 
he price of what the wage-earner had to 
my increased. That was not prosperity. 
Jet the wage-earner stop and think. Let 
urn consider the condition of the wage- 
earner under the tariff of 1846, and see 
what tbat condition was which the Her- 
ald calls prosperity. 


Daring that period a common laborer 


got 50 cents a day ot ten hours. A skilled 
carpenter received $1.60 a day, and 
blacksmiths,- bnoklajers, painters and 
ilaaterers got about tte Earns, while a 
Arm hand got $9 a month and beard. 
Those wage earners paid $l.62>£ for an 
ax that could be bonght in 1892 for 80 or 
90 cents; blankets cost them 96 that 
could be bonght in 1892 for 1325; bloe 
shirting cost them 20 cents a yard, that 
could be bought in 1892 for 10 cents; 
calico oost them 15 cents that could be 
wnght in 1892 for 6 cents; boots oost 
56.50 that could be bought for $250 in 
1892, flannel oost 75 cents a yard that 
could be bought in 1892 for 35 cents; 
poking cost 45 cents a yard that could 
be bonght in 1892 for 16 cents; a com- 
mon straw hat oost 50 cents that could 
to bonght for 20 cents in 1892; a chip 
bat coat 20 cents that oonld be bought 
torSoentain 1892; nails cost 9 cents 
pound that in 1892 sold for jets than 3 
cents a pound, and ao on through the 
list. JSo wage earners then had a carpet 
ox a hundred other thing* that are now 
considered necessities. 


Take the wages paid in these days and 


the prices of the articles that wage earn 
en ta»a to buy, when they bought at all, 
and the wage-earner offto-day oan figure 
oat what kind of times thorn were ttab 
the Herald calls prosperous timee thai 
followed the passage of the Walker tariff 
bill The common laborer then oonld 
not earn enough in three days to buy an 
ax; he.pould not earn enough in a day to 
bay a good straw hat; he could not earn 
enough in one day to boy a yard of flan- 
nel; he could not earn quite enough in 
one day to boy four papers of pins and 
yet the Herald attempts to cram into 
the craw of the wage earners that those 
were prosperous times. 


The Herald told the workingman, who 


had lost his job because the success ol 
the Democratic party had paralyzed 
business, that it was all doe to the silver 
law and that ae soon as that waa repealed 
business would boom again but it didn't 
and now it_undertakes to hold them in 
the Democratic party by telling them 
that the Wilson bill will boom business. 


There ia not a manufacturer in the 


oountry nor a skilled workmen in *, man- 
ufactory—and they know more aboot it 
than •'whole regiment of apologists for 
the Wilson bill—but contend that the 
Wilson bill will injure boeineaa and re- 
duce wages. If it reduces warn*, and it 
will just M sore «a little pears grow into 
big ones, then it will force thousands 
apon thousands of workingmen to remain 
in idleness and hundreds ot mills to re- 
main closed; and it any workingman ia 
foolish'enough to believe that under that 
bill labor will bs benefited, all he has to 
do ia to foot his time away«little longer 
voting the Democratic ticket, against 
his own interests, until hia eyes are open 
if soon a thing ia possible.
